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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on January 
1 9, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the grounds that the examiner did not 
provide one-way distinctness. This is not found persuasive because Group I comprises 
a greater concentration of catalyst at the inlet of a flow path as compared to an outlet of 
this flow path. This limitation is not part of the Group II method. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. In view of applicant's amendment, the claims require a further restriction 
requirement. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a first fuel cell, classified in class 429, subclass 40. 

II. Claims 10 and 27-30, drawn to a second fuel cell, classified in class 429, 
subclass 34. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: Group I comprises a fuel cell which comprises a greater concentration of 
catalyst at the inlet of a flow path as compared to an outlet of this flow path. This 
limitation is not part of the Group II fuel cell and is this distinct therefrom. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons 
given above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their different 
subject matter and recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
